Mordi 24. — ^Tlie feature race 
at tlie (»ld track tialay resulted in a luigtity keen 
(iiiitesl l>etweeii Rapid Water, Little Scout and 
Maey .Tr.. Rapid Water winning in a liard drive by 
a half length from Little Scout, a nose better than 
Macy Jr. Rapid Water le<l all the way, but had 
to do his l>est to stall off the terrific rush of Little 
Scout. Incidentally the race threw a strong side 
light on the recent defeat of Little Scout by St. 
Valentine and Hallowmas, when jockeys Obert and 
Robbins went out of their way to foul the Bennett 
horse, and also on Macy Jr.’s last race when he 
was handily beaten by Little Scout. Macy Jr. 
showed far more si>eed today, was always close up 
and finished fast. 

Mose Goldblatt evened up a grudge of three years 
standing against Willie Harris when Invincible woo 
the mile race, last on the card. Three years ago 
Harris bid up and took Worthington from Goldblatt 
at St. Ix>uis and Goldblatt has been waiting ever 
since to get even. He bid up Invincible $:i00 over 
ills entered price. Harris protected the horse. 

Van Ness won his twelfth and probably last race 
at the meeting. He just did outlast Elastic in 
tlie opeulng race and beat him a head. Hildreth 
will now' give the old campaigner a rest. 

Favorites’ share of the purses at City Park this 
afternoon came with the running of the first tw'o 
races. Some of the other w'inners were well backed, 
but their supfXKt came ynaiul.v from their stable 
t-onuectlons. In the feature race, the mile and a 
sixteenth handicap, Alma Dufour, the heavily backed 
favorite, was easily beaten by Debar and Devout. 
Debar ran a smart race, winning in easy fashion 
after rating along in second place until rounding the 
turn into the homestretch. 

Gardner & McCoulskey disposed of Liddon at 
private sale this morning to T. J. Nicol. The price 
paid was announced as $1,200. The horse ran in 
Gardner's colors, but in the interest of this new 
owner in the race which he won this afternoon. 

James Baker purchased of A. M. Waddell & Co. 
Hie three-year-old Steve Lane. The horse was offer- 
ed at auction in the paddock at City Park previous 
to the races today and was knocked dow'n to Baker 
for $110. 

Jockey Jost. who had the mount on Harvest Time, 
which fell in the third race, came out of the acci- 
dent with a Iiroken collarbone and a bruised-up 
hide, which will keep him out of the saddle for 
about six weeks.

A couple of parties will be placed 
under the ban, however, and I don’t mind saying 
that they are steeplechase riders.”

SON OF DR. RICE DEFEATS HAUGHTY AND 
GARDNER BUYS HIM. 



Marshal Ney Wins the Handicap— George Vivian 
Lands the Two Mile Race Easily — No 
Orders From the Governor. 



Hot Springs, Ark., March 21 — ^The course at Oak- 
lawn was muddy UMlny. It rained heavily last 
niglit. There were numerous withdrawals in con- 
sequence. With the exception of that in the clos- 
ing race, in whicli George Vivian, much tlie best 
at the distance, scored in hollow stylo, the finishes 
were all close and exciting. 

Marshal Ney, faultlessly ridden today, made go*xI 
the prediction of critics who unhesitatingly said 
after his last race, when he was beaten handily by 
Jack Young, that he would reverse the running wiUi 
the winner. This he did easily after being backed 
from a high price of 8 to 1, to 4i to 1, at which 
mlds he went to the post. His owner, William 
Walker, also took the next purse with Foxhall. but 
after the race lost the horse to C. T. Gardner, who 
bid him up $500 over his entered price of $1,000. 
After this run-up Walker declared that he will bid 
on all horses which in his estimation are entered 
Ik*1ow their true value. 

Chinn & Forsythe uncovered a grand looking 
youngster iu Rio Grande, by Pessara — Valora, which 
scored in impressive style aud bids fair to improve 
over his showing of today. 

Jockey Sam Seder, formerly in the employ of .f. 
Bondy, who is at present in California, arrived here 
yesterday and was at once instructe<l to leave /or 
New Orleans. His contract has been purchased from 
Mr. Bondy by Captain Capo, who is racing a string 
of licH’ses at Crescent Park. 

There was a rumor today that Governor Davis 
had sent a communication to Messrs. Stuart and 
Condon requesting them to close Oak lawn on March 
31. Asked concerning the report, Mr. Condon said; 
“There is absolutely no trutli in the rumor, and I 
know nothing of any communication of that nature 
from the governor. Oaklawn will be oi>ea until 
April 14.” 

Joiiii W. Schorr departed today for Memphis. 
When asked concerning the persistent reiwrts that 
he will soon rejoin the ranks of owners, he said; 
“There is small chance of my doing so. 1 have 
at present two horses, one is a maiden three-year- 
old by (Miarade, which I w'anted to sell sometime 
ago for $300, but would at the' present time not 
dispose of her for $2,000.
